CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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NEWS PRINT HEARING WITHOUT TANGIBLE RESULTS 









Matter of Prices Is Not Again Taken Up, As Judge Ansberry Stated That the News Print Manufacturers 
Did Not Care to Refute the Figures of the Commission Relative to Cost of Production, Etc.—Indica- 
tions Point to Fact That Apparent Shortage Will Be Relieved Soon—Officials of the Com- 
mission Intimate That a Report Will Be Made to Congress at Early Date. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., December 29, 1916—The Federal Trade 
Commission today resumed its hearing on the news print investi- 
gation, which was interrupted on December 12 by the distribution 
plan proposed at that meeting. Commissioners Harris, Parry and 
Davies were present, Commissioner Harris acting as chairman of 
the meeting in the absence of Chairman Hurley. 

The commission had planned to present again facts concerning 
costs of paper manufacture and profits and other data collected 
by its experts during the past few months with the idea that the 
manufacturers would refute some of the figures, but this idea was 
not carried out owing to the fact that the manufacturers refused 
to make any statements concerning the figures presented. 


Relief Sought For Smaller Publishers 


Commissioner Davies made it clear at the beginning of today’s 
hearing that the commission was determined to find some relief 
for the publishers, especially the smaller ones, if relief was at all 
possible. He said that the commission in the very near future 
would decide if the distribution plan, as proposed at the meeting 
on December 12, was feasible. If it did not prove practicable and 
the commission would find no way to relieve the situation, he said 
that other agencies of the government would be given the facts 
uncovered. He also stated that a report on the whole problem 
will be presented to Congress in the very near future. 

In opening the meeting Chairman Harris stated that the meeting 
would be a continuation of the meeting of the twelfth, and that it 
had been called to give the publishers, jobbers and manufacturers 
their last chance to give any testimony that they desired. In ex- 
plaining the matter further Commissioner Davies said that the 
former hearing had been interrupted by the forming of the com- 
mittees for the distributing plan and that the present hearing did 
not effect at all the work of those committees. 

The first person called to the stand was J. H. Zerbey, of Potts- 
ville, Pa., who was asked by Dr. E. O. Merchant, an economist 
of the commission, if any of the newspaper publishers near him 
had been offered opportunities to make contracts since the last 
meeting. He stated that they had. One of the most interesting 
remarks made by Mr. Zerbey was to the effect that he knew news- 
paper publishers who had had so much paper now that they had 
been selling to other newspapers. 

In addition Mr. Zerbey said that a number of men had made 
contracts since the last meeting in spite of the fact that the com- 
mission had specifically asked that this be not done. He said, 
relative to the sale of paper by publishers, that there must be some- 
thing more “back of it.” He stated that he had had an offer to 
enter into a contract at 5 and 5.50 f. o. b. mill. He said that he 
had observed that the mills were favoring some newspapers and 
in addition that the same jobber was selling the print paper to 
different men at different prices, and that there is now a wide 
variance in the prices being paid. 


Mr. Ridgway Makes Explanation 


During the course of Mr. Zerbey’s remarks he said that some of 
the jobbers had broken faith with the commission, and at the con- 
clusion of his talk, William C. Ridgway, secretary of the Na- 
tional Paper Trade Association, arose and stated to the commis- 
sion that if any such thing had beeen done he must be held entirely 
He said that he had understood the commission to ask 


to blame. 





the mills and not the jobbers not to make contracts, and that 
therefore he had not notified the jobbers not to make any con- 
tracts. He also called attention to the “hearsay” evidence that 
had been given by Mr. Zerbey, in that he had not mentioned the 
names of the jobbers. 

C. P. Andrews, of Pennsylvania, declared that his competitor 
in the same town was able to buy paper cheaper than he was in 
spite of the fact that he (Andrews) had a greater tonnage and that 
he was buying from the same jobber. He had just made a con- 
tract, he said, at 4 cents f. o. b. the mill, while his contract for last 
year was 2.12% cents, and in addition this year he returns the 
cores and pays the freight on the same. The same jobber, for 
next year, he said, sold a smaller quantity to his competitor at 
3% cents at the mill against his 4 cents. He said that he was 
dealing with the D. L. Ward Company, of Philadelphia, and from 
that time on all of the small publishers around the State of Penn- 
sylvania stated that they were dealing with the same firm, almost 
without exception, and that they were all having great difficulty. 

H. B. Varner, the North Carolina publisher, who has taken the 
paper matter up with the Department of Justice, stated that the 
majority of the publishers in his State have not made contracts 
for 1917 because in many cases they were not able to get the con- 
tracts and in others the prices were so “exorbitant” that they were 
not able to meet them. 


Price Fixing by Commission Urged 


One of the most interesting bits of testimony given during the 
day was contributed by Representative Louis C. Cramton, of Michi- 
gan, a newspaper owner who urged price fixing by the Federal 
Trade Commission as a solution of the news print problem. In 
part he said: 

“If the constitution permits one man or group of men to control 
a necessity, certainly the government should be permitted to fix 
the prices of such necessity. If it is at all possible for this gov- 
ernment to regulate a combination, it is high time the government 
did it in this case. 

“All publishers, apparently, are getting news print paper, but 
through devious ways and at terribly extortionate prices. If the 
Trade Commission wants additional power to stop this, Congress 
will give it.” 

Representative Cramton, in addition to filing a great deal of 
data that have reached him from Michigan publishers, told of some 
of the experiences that he knew about himself. He said that per- 
sonally he had tried to get a contract for four months, but had 
failed in that. One publisher, a friend of his, had been threatened 
by the manufacturer who was furnishing him paper, that if he 
tried to buy from any other mill the price would be raised on him. 
He said that in his opinion the smaller daily and weekly papers 
cannot pay the price they are now called upon to pay and live. 

Frank P. Glass, vice-president of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, when called upon for a statement, said that 
they had no new information to furnish the commission, but that 
they hoped the commission would hurry ii: iepurt along. 


Urged Not to Make Contract For Year 


He was followed by W. A. Gracie, of New York State, who 
said that he had dealt with a mill for many years, and that he had 
been advised by that mill not to make a year’s contract, in the 
hope that things would ease up before that time and that the 
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price would be lowered. He said that he is now paying 4% cents 
delivered, and that he is dealing with the Oswego Falls Pulp & 
Paper Company. His old contract price, he said, was 2.10 at 
the mill. In their letter explaining the increased cost, the 
mill told Mr. Gracie, he said, that the cost of labor and mate- 
rials had gone up and that therefore their price had gone up. He 
then introduced a compilation table telling of the former price 
and new price of paper contracts that had been secured by 23 news- 
papers in his State. He said that in his opinion the whole situation 
had been made worse by the desire of the metropolitan papers to 
have such large Sunday editions and said that to his mind this 
paper should be economized. 

Mr. Graicie was followed on the stand by W. L. Ostron, also of 
New York State, who stated that he was buying his paper as an 
“intimate friend of a publisher,” and that he was being given a

H. E. Trout, representing the weeklies of Pennsylvania, was the 
next witness, who stated that some weeklies were paying as high 
as 10 cents for their paper and that if the present prices continued 
all of them would have to go out of business. These papers, he 
said, had cut down their circulation and raised their advertising 
He said that as a gen- 
eral rule these publishers are paying anywhere from 7 to 10 cents, 


and subscription prices all that they could. 


whereas their former prices, in normal times, were from 2.85 to 
3% cents. 
Still at Work on Distribution Plan 


At this point J. Raymond Hoover, attorney for the smaller pa- 
pers, asked the commission if the distribution plan, as suggested 
and outlined at the last mieeting, had “fallen through,” and if it 
was only a balloon that had to be punctured. He said that such 
a plan had buoyed up the hopes of some of the smaller publishers. 
Commissioner Davies replied that all of the necessary data were 
noteat hand and that therefore no definite information could be 
given out. He promised, however, that as soon as the data were 
entirely completed, it would be made public, and then the com- 
mittees could meet if they desired. 

A telegram was then read by one of the officials of the commis- 
sion which had been sent to the Capitol from the Kentucky Press 
Association, in session today, stating the prices had been raised on 
them from $2.50 to $8, and that some of their papers had already 
been forced to suspend and that others would have to in the near 
future unless some relief was given immediately. 


In Touch With Department of Justice 


Questions asked of the publishers today indicated to those pres- 
ent that the commission has been in close touch with the Depart- 
ment of Justice in this work. The publishers were asked by the 
commission, in a majority of cases, for suggestions as to a solution 
of the problem. 

S. L. Willson, of the Graham Paper Company, of St. Louis, Mo., 
was the next witness called. He was asked by officials of the com- 
mission if he considered that 5 per cent. net was a reasonable profit 
for a jobber to realize on orders of 100 tons or more. He said 
that he thought that reasonable. He said that as a general rule 
the jobbers charge for overhead expenses between 12 and 17 per 
cent., but some estimate lower overhead. Asked about one item 
tabulated by the commission where a jobber had realized 37 per 
cent. profit, Mr. Willson said that in his opinion such a profit was 
due to the fact that the merchants had bought a lot of paper at a 
certain low price and when he came to sell that lot he sold at the 
regular market price, which was perfectly legitimate, and that in 
that way he might have realized such a profit. He said that he 
could think of no other way in which such a large profit could have 
have been derived. 


Large Publishers Partly Responsible 


Asked how he accounted for the price of news print and its 
scarcity he said that it was in part due to the larger publishers. 
They had asked for more tonnage and when told that the price 
would be a little higher they had raised no kick. Therefore the 
mills raised the price to the jobber to the new level and they in 


turn had to raise their prices. He said that his own company had 


protested every time the mills raised the prices, but their protest 


was in vain. He said that about 50 per cent. of the news print 
selling that his company does is direct from the mill to the pub- 
lisher. He told then of the three ways in which the jobber buys, 
first, to cover a contract that he makes direct with the mill and 
the publisher, where he does not touch the paper; second, where 
he buys for open market purchases, and third, where he makes a 
contract with the mill to hold the paper for stock and possible 
contracts. 

Asked by the commissioners if it were not true that the job- 
bers have been more prosperous during the past year than for some 
time, he said that that was undoubtedly true. He said that in the 
past his company used to depend on 15 per cent. for doing business 
with the publishers, and that now they are only depending on 10 
per cent. His company, he said, generally keeps about 100 tons 
of both sheet and roll news print on hand. 

Amusement was caused by one of Mr. Willson’s statements 
when he said that the Graham Company had sold news print to 
The latter had sold to a jobber, and the Gra- 
ham Company had then bought the paper back from the jobber 
and sold it again to another publisher. He said that his firm had 
a fixed selling price for all in so far as news print is concerned. He

the jobbers is keen in his part of the 
country, in answer to a question by one of the economists of the 
He said that his firm disposes of about 25,000 tons of 
news print per annum, and that up to this time they had had no 
trouble in getting the amounts they wanted from the mills. 

Ross P. Andrews, president of the R. P. Andrews Paper Com- 
pany, of this city, and a member of the executive committee of the 
National Paper Trade Association, who was present, was called 
upon for a statement, but when he said that he sold only about 
twelve carloads of news print a year the commission said that 
they didn’t care to hear about it. 


Mr. Ridgway Speaks For Jobbers 


Mr. Ridgway was then called upon by the commission for 
some statement, and asked concerning the figures which had been 
compiled by the commission. He spoke first of all of the way in 
which the jobbers do business, and stated that in the East the 
jobber had been practically eliminated as a distributor of news 
print. He said that really the D. L. Ward Company was the only 
large news print jobbing distributor in the East. In the West, 
however, owing to the great distances, he said that more news 
is sold that way. Asked what the jobber had to figure on in his 
three ways of doing business, Mr. Ridgway said that on mill to 
publisher orders the jobber had an overhead, first of getting the 
business, then of bookkeeping, of bad debts and of slow pay. In 
that paper held in stock, in addition to the above overhead, he had 
space to look out for, cartage, and investment. 

During the course of his testimony Mr. Ridgway said that 
the profits of the jobber today are lower than they have ever 
been before. He said also that it must be taken into consideration 
that the jobber is going to lose on his present stock when the 
market starts to go back if he continues to keep up his stock. 
In view of the great demand for news today, Mr. Ridgway said 
that he thought the prices charged were fair. He said that in most 
cases the jobbers of the country are having just as much trouble 
today getting the news print as are the publishers. He read a 
letter into the testimony written by the Antietam Paper Company

Cornell Pulp Reduction Co. Will Develop a Recent Invention 
of William N. Cornell for the Refining of Ground Wood 
and Sulphite Screenings of Paper Mills—Paper Manu- 


facturers Protest Against Abandonment of the Black River 


Canal System—lImportant Transfers of Holdings in the 
High Falls Pulp & Paper Co.—Lumbering Operations in 
the Adirondacks Now in Full Swing.

Watertown, N. Y., January 1, 1917.—A new corporation with a 
new patent for the purpose of saving pulp waste has just been 
formed, the legal papers having been filed at Albany. The name 
of the company is the Cornell Intensive Pulp Reduction Company, 
and its stated purpose is to operate and later manufacture a recent 
invention by William N. Cornell of this city for the refining of 
ground wood and sulphite screenings of paper mills. It is a mat- 
ter in which much interest is taken in this section where it has 
been tested out, and one which is liable to mean a great advantage 
to the paper industry in case that it proves to be the success ex- 
pected. 

Directors of the Corporation 
The directors of the corporation are William N. Cornell, George

River, where two of the machines have been installed and in opera- 
tion for about a month. 

It is claimed that the invention of Mr. Cornell will save thou- 
sands of dollars to the trade when it becomes generally in use. 
The ground wood screenings of paper mills have been allowed to 
go into the river to pollute its waters, and this knowledge led the 
inventor to get busy upon some sort of invention that would save 
this waste to the paper manufacturer. How successful he has 
been is to be determined in the workings of his invention. Those 
who have observed it are frank to admit that he has a very valu- 
able device. His machine will also use the sulphite screenings 
usually wasted. 

Mr. Cornell has been identified with the paper making business 
all his life, and is familiar with all its needs and shortcomings. He 
has also invented other features of advantage to the industry. He 
had about proven the success of this invention about three years 
ago when he was compelled to take a period off on account of 
losing his eyesight. This has returned and he has finally brought 
his invention to a successful standing. 


The Idea Explained 


The foundation of his invention incorporates the idea of the 
old fashioned mortar and pestle and the ordinary mail box cover. 
Paper napkins contain an excellent grade of paper, which is made 
from pulp ground fine by the use of mortar and pestle of a kind 
which used to be in service years ago. Although this process is too 
cumbersome to use on a large scale and for all grades of paper, it 
is really the foundation of his invention. 

This machine consists of several paper mill stones bolted to- 
gether to form a cylindrical stone six feet in length and forty-four 
inches in diameter. The cylinder of sandstone is arranged to 
revolve horizontally, against another stone plate six feet long with 
a sixteen foot face. The surface of the plate is concave so that it 
comes into close contact with a large surface of the cylinder. On 
this plate Mr. Cornell utilizes the principle of the mail box cover. 
It is a well known fact that when a mail box cover is raised the 
letter is really placed on the surface of the cover and does not drop 
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into the box until the cover is again closed. This prevents a person 
reaching into the box. 

It was seen by Mr. Cornell that if the plate remained in the 
same position against the cylinder the space would not allow the 
proper feeding of the wood into the machine. He therefore ar- 
ranged for the plate to tip at regular intervals in the same man- 
This operation causes the opening at 
the upper end of the plate sufficient to allow the wood to enter, 
and at the same time closes the lower end, thus preventing the 
wood from passing through, the plate is again in normal position. 
Immediately adjoining the first plate is another six feet long, with

“Any attempt on the part of the State to abandon any part of the 
Black River Canal will meet with the opposition of the Water- 
ways Association. Water transportation is the great hope of the 
North Country, and when the transportation problem becomes 
acute, as it surely will be, the canal will help solve the difficulties.” 

In speaking of canal possibilities to the lake, Mr. Burns gave one 
idea. “The plan that seems the most practical would start from a 
point just above the State dam in Carthage and continue down 
the river to Deferiets. A canal would be dug around this village 
to the river below. The river would be canalled to Black River 
village, where another detour is made and a return to the river. 
Traffic would then pass down the river to a point just above the 
city of Watertown. 

“Here three plans arise. One is to pass along the river through 
the city, one is to detour in the outskirts of the city, and another 
is a wider detour by way of Sanfords Corners, reaching the river 
below and thence into Dexter Bay.” 

While this subject is alive before the manufacturers of this sec- 
tion, it is expected that some definite steps looking to the ultimate 
building of this canal will be pushed. The paper manufacturers 
of the section are strongly favorable to the plan, and feel that much 
could be saved by shipping over water to destination.

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U.S. PAPER LABORATORY MAKES 
198 TESTS DURING NOVEMBER 


F. C. Clark, Chief of the Laboratory, Makes Interesting Report 
Regarding the Status of Numerous Important Investigations 
That Are Now Being Conducted—Laboratory Has Had 
Numerous Visitors Recently—Chairman Chilton of the 
Senate Committee on Printing Has Asked for Report as 
to What Quantity of Paper Could Be Saved by the Gov- 
ernment—Big Chamber of Commerce Meeting Expected. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuHinctTon, D. C., January 2, 1917.—There were 198 tests car- 
1ied on during the month of November by the paper laboratory 
of the Bureau of Standards, according to the official report of 
F. C. Clark, chief of the laboratory, of which 103 were for the 
Public Printer, 92 for the government departments and three for 
outside parties. Speaking of the month’s work and taking yp the 
paper bag investigation, Mr. Clark has the following to say: 

Mr. Clark’s Report 

“The work on the paper bag investigation has been completed 
as far as the routine testing upon a large number of samples is 
concerned. Several special tests are being devised, one of which 
includes a drop test for the purpose of securing more correct means 
of comparing experimental laboratory test data with practicable 
tests.” One case in the report says: 

“The case in investigation, after several months’ inaction, has 
been taken up. This work has been very much delayed because of 
the lack of certain very important apparatus which has now been 
installed. This work requires careful attention in determining 
solubility of caseins with various solvents at different tempera- 
tures. It is also required that nitrogen determination be made 
on all samples. The necessary apparatus for this work has only 
recently been installed in the paper section, so that we are not 
now dependent upon the chemical section for the routine work 
involved.” 

Mr. Clark, continuing his report, says: 

“The clay investigation is progressing satisfactorily and one 
man is devoting his entire time to that work. 

“The filter paper investigation is temporarily at a_ standstill 
because of the other routine and investigational work now being 
carried on. It is expected, however, to be able to place another 
assistant on this work shortly after the first of the year. 

“The paper machine has temporarily 
discontinued until certain repair parts are received that have 
been ordered.”

Visitors to the Laboratory 

Speaking of the visitors that have been at the laboratory, the 
report goes on: 

“A representative of one of the largest manufacturers of roofing 
felt was interested in the installation of an experimental paper 
machine to carry on certain work of an investigational nature. 
The work of the experimental section was explained in detail. 

“A representative of a Middle Western paper jobber, who was 
interested in studying methods of testing paper. He proposes to 
buy and sell his papers on the basis of definite tests. As a result 
of his visit he found that he had been carrying several useless 
lines of paper. It was his purpose to carry a number of lines 
of paper, each one representing a definite step in quality, from a 
medium grade to a high grade bond and ledger paper. The Bureau 
is always very glad to be able to assist any one in familiarizing 
themselves with the methods of testing paper. 

“Representatives of a manufacturer of paper towels, who were 
interested in securing information relating to the advisability of

FOR FAIR PRICE NEWS PRINT 


Will Ask Government to Take Action Under the War Meas- 
ures’ Act to Secure Full Supply of Paper For Canadian 
Publishers—E. B. Eddy Co., Control of Whose Plant 
Was Recently Sought For $9,000,000, States That It 
Produced More Paper Last Year Than Ever Previously 
in Its History—President George Millen Intimates That 
Improvements Will Be Made to the Plant This Year. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Ont., January 2, 1917—The executive committee of the 
Ontario Conference Typographical Unions have decided to ask 
the government to take action under the War Measures’ Act to 
secure for Canadian publishers a full supply of news print paper at 
fair prices. This is following the lead of the Ottawa Typographical 
Union. The committee was unanimous in the conclusion that 
there was no justification in the excessive prices being charged 
to the Canadian publishers, aside from the further advance of 
60 per cent., which is to be added to the cost commencing today. 
It was thus decided to send the following resolution to Sir Robert 
Borden, prime minister, and Sir Thomas White, minister of 
finance : 

“Whereas, it having come to our notice that the price of white 
news print paper will be increased 60 per cent. on January 2, 1917, 
and the executive board of this Ontario Conference of Typograph- 
ical Unions deems the proposed increase to be entirely uncalled 
for, and such increase if put into force will have the effect of 
the amalgamation of many newspapers and the cessation entirely 
of many publications, thereby displacing many members of the 
allied and printing crafts, therefore be it resolved that this execu- 
tive in session assembled, request the government of the Dominion 
of Canada to take such action under the War Measures’ Act of 
1914 as shall assure to the publishers of Canadian newspapers a 
full supply of news print paper at a fair price to be fixed by the 
government under the provisions of the said act.” 


E. B. Eddy Co. Has Big Year 

George Millen, president and manager of the E. B. Eddy Com- 
pany, whose paper manufacturing plant is one of the largest in the 
world and was recently sought after by a group of financiers who 
desired to gain control of it for the sum of $9,000,000, stated Satur- 
day that his firm had produced a larger output of paper than ever 
before in the year just closed. “Our output of paper in 1916 was 
the largest in our history,” he said. No figures could be obtained 
so close to the end of the year, but it is expected they will be 
surprising when they are made public. The Eddy concern’s opera- 
tions in 1916 will, it is said, show concretely the prosperity which 
has come to Canada. 

Mr. Millen intimated the new year would see improvements ef- 
fected in the plant. He said repairs had been planned for the 
feeding rooms, among other departments. Owing to the demand 
for its product a great strain has been put on the concern, and in 


every way possible its fabric will be strengthened to meet the 
extra pressure. 


Wood Pulp Imports of United Kingdom 

The leading article in last week’s weekly bulletin issued by the 
Department of Trade and Commerce is a summary of the wood 
pulp imports of the United Kingdom for 1915, with comparisons 
with the year 1913 and 1914. It was prepared by J. E. Ray, Cana- 
dian Trade Commissioner at Birmingham, England. He shows 
that Great Britain imported in 1915 unbleached chemical dry to 
the quantity of 362,513 tons, valued at $16,880,770. The striking

increase in price is shown by comparison with 1914 when, although 
396,399 tons were imported, the value was only $16,572,195, and in 
1613, when the quantity was 374,684 tons and the value $15,158,385. 

Mr. Ray shows that while Great Britain in 1915 imported 954,- 
050 tons of chemical and mechanical wood pulp the value was 
$26,571,225, more than the two previous years, although in these 
years the quantity much greater. In 1914 the imports 
amounted to 990,272 valued at $21,440,895, while in 1913 the quan- 
tity was 977,757 tons and the value $23,088,695.

Forest Service Prepares for Lumber Census 


WASHINGTON, December 30, 1917.—All arrangements for col- 
lecting the annual lumber statistics have been completed by the 
Forest Service and the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, and about New Year’s Day each of the thirty-two thousand 
sawmills in the country will receive a schedule on which to report 
its cut of lumber in 1916. On these forms the operators are 
requested to report how much of each kind of lumber they cut 
during the past year. The forms have a designated space for 
each of the principal species of timber which is cut in the country 
so that all the sawmill men have to do is to fill in the amounts in 
the proper places. A franked envelope which needs no stamp 
and which is addressed to the Forest Service at Washington, D. 
C., is also enclosed in the letter for the convenience of the mill 
operators. 

At the same time that the statistics of lumber production are 
being collected, the Forest Service will attempt to secure data on 
the consumption of wood for pulp manufacture and the quantity 
of pulp produced in the United States during 1916, Figures on 
pulpwood consumption were collected each year from 1905 to 1911, 
iiclusive, and again in 1914 by the Bureau of the Census. The 
continual demand for information on pulp and paper led the 
Forest Service to take up the work again and it is likely statistics 
on both lumber, pulp wood and other forest products will be 
collected each year. 


Mr. Jack Resigns After 31 Years of Service

NraGara Fatts, N. Y., January 2, 1917—Monday John Jack re- 
signed as superintendent of the Lockport Paper mill after 31 
years of continuous service. He will take a well earned rest. 

Mr. Jack was born in Edinboro, Scotland, 70 years ago. He 
came to this country when a youth, and went to work in a paper 
mill at Holyoke, Mass. He soon became known as an expert 
paper maker. On January 1, 1885, he assumed the superintendency 
of the Lockport mill, and has held the position ever since. Mr. 
Jack is an enthusiastic angler, and yearly spends his vacation fish- 
ing. He is a member of the Niagara County Anglers’ Club. 

John Allen Jack, assistant superintendent of the Lockport mill, 
is scheduled to succeed his father.

chosen as the site for the proposed paper mill which the com- 
pany will erect as soon as materials and machinery can be ordered. 

The incorporators are George O. Comfort, Charles E. Wing, 
Michael J. Sullivan, William A. Stuart and Thomas H. Kelley, 
most of whom are as familiarly known to the paper trade as 
Edison is to the electrical world. 

George Comfort who will be actively identified with the con- 
cern bearing his name, is one of the best known papermakers in 
the country and has for years been connected with the Monarch 
He has disposed of his in- 
Feb- 


Paper Company of Kalamazoo, Mich. 
terest in that establishment, however, and will retire about 
ruary 1. 

William A. Stuart, another incorporator, is a familiar figure in 
this city and other Miami Valley towns. He is the president of 
the W. B. Oglesby Paper Company of Middletown and this fact 
has led many to believe that the proposed plant will be located 
at that place or in the immediate vicinity. 

Col. Charles E. Wing is also prominently known throughout the 
trade. In fact, practically all of the incorporators are veteran 
paper men and for this reason the importance of the project is ad- 
mitted. When it is known that the most modern machinery will be 
installed and that the plant will be able to compete with any in 
existence manufacturing catalogue and offset papers, it will be rec- 
ognized that the Comfort Paper Company’s establishment will be a 
world’s model. This is exactly what the projectors are aiming to 
accomplish. No paper less than 140 or more than 148 inches in 
width will be manufactured. It is proposed to make the finest 
light weight catalogues and offset papers, as there is said to be a 
greater demand for this grade in the United States than any other. 

Hamilton is an applicant for the industry and several other 
towns, Dayton not excluded, would be glad to negotiate with the 
In fact, it seems to be understood that the promoters 
desire to remain within 35 miles of Cincinnati, possibly in the 
Mill Creek Valley, but the advantages of locating in the heart of 
the Miami Valley are so apparent that the fact cannot be over- 
looked. Here there are all manufacturing possibilities including 
either water or steam power and shipping facilities par excellence. 
Middletown has a reputation far and wide as the producer of fine 
papers and it is altogether possible that its chances may be more 
seriously considered at this time, but this does not necessarily imply 
that other localities have not been considered, or that they do not 
still stand as good a chance of securing the new enterprise as the 
“Paper City.” 

It is understood that the mill will be one of the largest in the 
country and that the amount of the company’s capitalization does 
not comprehend the entire expenditure. 

While a site is being selected the members of the company are 
placing orders for machinery so as not to interfere with the early

Mr. Talbott 
will build a cabin in the interior of the estate for the entertainment 
of friends. When rebuilding the Soo mills, Mr. Talbott realized 
the value of timber lands and the holdings of the Canadian cor- 
poration, in that respect, were almost priceless. 


Gebhart Folding Box Co. Incorporates 

The last concern to be incorporated in the Old Year and the 
first to get down to business in the New Year, was the Gebhart 
Folding Box Company of this city, which has a capitalization of 
$10,000. The charter was obtained Saturday and today the incor- 
porators were busy installing machinery in the factory building 
formerly occupied by the John Dodds Company at West First street 
and the Pennsylvania railroad. The charter was issued to Wilber 
H. Webster and O. S. Blair. The company will manufacture fold- 
ing boxes, using box board of high quality, and it is understood 
the company will be managed by Louis H. Gebhart, after whom it 
is named. Mr. Gebhart was manager of a large paper box and 
bucket concern which was located in this city up to one year ago 
when it was removed to Indiana. He is familiar with the busiress 
and reports the outlook as extremely promising. Mr. Blair is con- 
nected with the Stevens Manufacturing Company of this city. 


Franklin Paper Co. on Three-Tour System 


Beginning January 1, the Franklin Board and Paper Company 
of Franklin, operated its large plant on the three-tour system, an- 
nouncement of the change having been made Saturday. Hereafter 
three shifts of men will be employed instead of two and a number 
of additional paper makers will be given employment. The Frank- 
lin concern is now the fifth in the Miami Valley that has adopted 
the plan, Hamilton and Middletown companies having introduced 
the system several months ago, as announced at the time in the 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 

The Franklin Board and Paper Company has been operating in 
Franklin for the past 14 years, Fred B. Zartman having been in 
charge of the business for practically that length of time. He is the 
general manager and treasurer and has his residence in this city. 
Albert Hager of New York, is the president of the company, and 
George Little of Xenia, vice-president. The mill is regarded as one 
of the most successful in the valley and employs 125 men. All of 
those identified with the enterprise have been prominent in the 
paper board industry all of their lives.

SHOWS REMARKABLE GROWTH 


Sir Lomer Gouin Points Out That More Than Half the Pulp 
Wood Cut in Canada Now Comes from This Province, 
and Declares That There Is Little Doubt That the Prov- 
ince of Quebec Is Rapidly Becoming the Most Important 
Center in the World in the Manufacture of News Print 
and Pulp—Royal Securities Corporation of Montreal As- 
sociated With the Financing of the Mattagami Co. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTREAL, Que., January 2, 1917.—Joining with the other pro- 
vincial premiers in a New Year’s message to the people of Canada, 
Sir Lomer Gouin draws particular attention to the remarkable 
growth of the pulp and paper industry in the province of Quebec 
during the past year. He points out that more than half the 
pulpwood now cut in Canada comes from this province, and de- 
clares that there is little doubt that the province of Quebec is 
rapidly becoming the most important centre in the world in the 
manufacture of newsprint and pulp. The provincial government 
has every reason to be satisfied with the embargo they put on the 
export of pulpwood from Crown lands. This has already resulted 
in the establishment of some important pulp and paper mills in 
the province, and war conditions have given added emphasis to 
the advisability of establishing still other mills here. Quite a 
number of powerful American syndicates are now at work on 
projects for gigantic pulp and paper making projects here, and it 
is confidently expected that the year 1917 will witness a develop- 
ment of the industry which will make the wonderful record of the 
past year seem small by comparison. The pulp and paper industry 
in this province is rapidly becoming the biggest manufacturing 
industry in all Canada. This, at any rate, is the opinion of those 
who claim to know the details of some of the big developments 
under way. 


For Conservation of Water Powers 


In line with its policy for the conservation of the water powers 
of the province, the Provincial Government has passed a new law 
by which it assumes absolute control over all the rivers and 
streams in the province. Henceforth nobody will be able to de- 
velop the power of any running water, no matter how small it 
may be, nor to construct any dams or other works on running 
streams, without first obtaining the permission of the Government. 
The idea is that the water power belongs to the people, and must 
be utilized in the public interest, and be made to yield a return 
to the public exchequer. 


Associated with Mattagami Paper Co. 


The Royal Securities Corporation, of Montreal, has recently 
become associated with the financing of the Mattagami Pulp and 
Paper Company, which is constructing a sulphite plant of 45,000 
tons capacity per annum at Smooth Rock Junction, on the National 
Trancontinental Railway. Associated with the Royal Securities 
Corporation in the financing are W. D. Ross, vice-president of 
the Nova Scotia Steel and Coal Company, of Toronto; E. P. 
Sheve, of the Ray Consolidated Copper Company, of Colorado 
Springs; Duncan Chisholm, of Toronto; and Bruce McKelvie, of 
Hayden, Stone & Company, New York. The larger portion of 
the company’s securities have been taken in the United States, 
and it is possible that a small portion of them will now be mar- 
keted in Canada. The company has timber limits estimated to 


contain over 4,000,000 cords of spruce pulpwood, and the plant 


is expected to be completed and turning out sulphite pulp by June 
of the present year. 


The management of the company is in the 








hands of S. R. Armstrong, until recently vice-president, and for 
the last 27 years with the NewYork and Pennsylvania’ Pape: 
Company.

Manager Stewart Waring, of the wall paper department of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., said that after the first of the year the 
output of the paper mill recently installed at the plant would 
be increased. “We have been ‘striving to get the right quality 
of paper since we started the mill a few weeks ago,” said Mr. 
Waring, “but now that we are sure of the quality we are turning 
out, we are going to do our best to increase the output, as we 
need the paper badly. The output of wall paper by the depart- 
ment was much greater this year than last. I cannot give exact 
figures, because they have not been compiled, but an increase of 
20 per cent. might not be putting it too high.”

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JOHN STRANGE TO BUILD 
PULP MILL AT McDILL, WIS. 


E. G. Goodell Will Have Charge of the Building and Remodel- 
ing Work Which It Is Expected Will Be Completed in 
the Spring—As Soon as Pulp Mill Is Completed Mr. 
Strange Plans to Erect a Mill for the Manufacture of 
Kraft Paper—Northern Idaho and Montana Power Co., 
in Which Several Paper Firms Are Interested, Is in Re- 


ceiver's Hands. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., January 2, 1917—E. G. Goodell, at present in 
New Orleans, a well known paper mill man, has been engaged 
by John Strange, of the Strange Paper Company, to have charge 
of building and remodeling work at the newly acquired property 
of Mr. Strange at McDill Falls, near Stevens Point. Mr. 
Goodell is expected to arrive at McDill the latter part of this 
week, and work on the new pulp mill will be begun as soon 
thereafter as possible. Mr. Strange returned a couple of days 
ago from McDill, and announced that he has closed the deal 
for all the property he needs for the new venture, and is now 
prepared to have the work started at once. Mr. Goodell, he 
said, will have charge of all the building and remodeling work, 
and when the mill is completed he will also be in charge of the 
plant. 

It is the intention of Mr. Strange to erect a pulp mill at first 
for the manufacture of raw stock for kraft papers, but he says 
he plans later on to build a paper mill there also, and use the 
pulp he makes for the manufacture of kraft paper. Just when the 
paper mill project will be started Mr. Strange is unable to state at 
this time, but he feels now that it will be soon after the completion 
of the pulp mill. 

The deal for the purchase of the old graphite plant that occupies 
the water power site secured by Mr. Strange was finally closed 
last week and this building will be made over into a pulp mill. 
It is expected the plant will be completed and ready for operation 
late in the spring. Machinery contracts will be awarded in a week 
or two so as to have the equipment on the ground and ready “for 
installation as soon as the building has been placed in readiness. 

Announcement has been sent out through the surrounding coun- 
try that the Strange company will be in the market for pulp wood 
very soon and farmers having wood are urged to be prepared to 
deliver it to the mill property early in the year. There is a lot of 
standing timber available for kraft pulp within comfortable radius 
of McDill, and it is expected practically all farmers will clear 
their lands and dispose of the wood in that manner. 


Big Power Concern in Receiver’s Hands 


By agreement of the creditors and members of the company, the 
Northern Idaho and Montana Power Company, a $5,000,000 cor- 
poration, operating public utilities in 35 cities in that section of 
the country, was placed in the hands of a receiver last week by 
United States District Judge Frank Rudkin. Elmer Dover, of 
Tacoma, Wash., was appointed receiver, and H. N. Grosscup, of 
the same city, was named counsel for the receiver. The applica- 
tion for appointment of a receiver was made by Matthew Morri- 
son, of Chicago, who alleges the company owes him $30,000 on 
a note and has outstanding mortgage bonds for $4,715,000 to pay 
the interest, on which it has had to borrow money. In addition, 
it is alleged, other creditors hold notes aggregating $182,000. Sev- 
eral Appleton and Wisconsin paper and pulp manufacturers are 
interested in the proceedings, inasmuch as they are among the 
orig‘nal stockholders in the company. New York capitalists, also, 


are interested, being among the original owners of the Power 
Company stock.

\ recent bulletin issued by J. H. Neal, executive secretary of 
the Association of Business Papers, shows that in the past year 
the cost to the publishers of nearly every element which enters 
into their products has increased. The report was compiled from 
figures received from members of the association in reply to a 
questionnaire. The cost of paper had increased an average of 70 
per cent. for thirty-six publications, the individual increases vary- 
ing all the way from 35 per cent. to 250 per cent. 

A number of periodicals published in New York have announced 
that owing to the increased cost of paper they will raise their 
subscription prices for the coming year. The Metropolitan will 
increase its rate from $1.50 to $2.00 per year, Vogue from $4.00 to 
$5.00, Country Life from $4.00 to $5.00, McClure’s from $1.00 to 
$1.50, Cosmopolitan from $1.65 to $2.20, Nautilus from $1.10 to 
$1.60, Hearst’s from $1.65 to $2.20, Photoplay from $1.00 to $1.20, 
the Journal of Education from $1.75 to $1.85, and the Outlook from 
$2.75 to $3.35.

There Is Present Here Raw Material in Unlimited Quantity and the Rivers West of Winnipeg Offer Sources 
of Cheap Water Paper Unequaled Anywhere West of Winnipeg—White Spruce Is the Predomi- 
nating Wood-—There Is Also a Large Quantity of Poplar in Central Alberta—An Idea 
of the Excellent Quality May Be Gotten from the Accompanying Pictures.

In Alberta the conditions are exceedingly favorable for the estab- 
lishment of pulp mills. The home trade is quite extensive and the 
neighboring provinces offer a good market, as we could compete 
favorably with eastern and British Columbia manufacturers. The 
freight rates are in our favor. Then again we have a market in 
the northwestern States which should prove worth while, as there 
are no pulp mills in Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, North Dakota, 
“South Dakota and. Nebraska. The total capacity of pulp mills is 
not over 150,000 tons per yéar west of the Mississippi River. 

We first meet compétition m Minnesota, then California and 
Texas. Surely some part of this vast area would prove to be an 
exceedingly profitable market. News print is quoted in Edmonton 
at $2.35 per 100 pounds f. o. b. Quebec or Ontario shipping point, 
the freight rate from Toronto, Ont., is $1.20 per 100 pound car 
load lot. «At this price there should be a good profit in!the manu- 
facture of paper in this province as all conditions for a successful 
enterprise are found here. 


Raw Material in Unlimited Quantity 


We have the raw material in unlimited quantity. Our rivers 
offer sources of cheap power unequalled anywhere west of Winni- 
peg. The labor should offer no unusual problem as there is a large 
number of immigrants coming to this western country who are 


from city and industrial centers, who have no idea of farming,

and who are looking for work of some kind. From this class of 
immigrants the pulp mills should draw their supply of laborers. 

Labor should be plentiful in this province, if we look at the 
population increase since 1901. At that date what is now Alberta 
had a population of 63,000, in 1911 the population had increased to 
over 360,000 and in the census taken in July, 1916, it is estimated 
that the population is over 550,000. In 1912 and 1913 it was esti- 
mated that over 50 per cent. of the population were living in cities 
and towns. This percentage is altogether too high for an agri- 
cultural province, and labor problems should be a minimum quan- 
tity in Alberta. 

Let us enquire more carefully as to the source of raw material. 
Alberta has an area of 225,285 square miles, nearly equal to the 
State of Texas. About 2 per cent. is occupied by lakes and rivers, 
of the balance about 30 per cent. is in prairie and the balance is in 
park like country and heavy timber. It has been estimated that 
there is. over 1,000,000,000 cords of pulpwood in the province; of 
this approximately 20 per cent. is in poplar, 15 per cent. in tamarack 
and jack-pine and the balance in spruce of fair size. 

This is enough to insure a plentiful supply for years to come no 
matter how many mills are put in operation in the near future 
All this pulp is within easy access of railroads. We have three 
tsanscontinental railways which offer good shipping facility to any 
part of Canada the United States, Asia and Europe.

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The power available in Alberta is almost unlimited and could 
be developed as a side line in a good many instances and made to 
pay a handsome profit. 

If we enquire as to the amount available and the location we 
find that the South Saskatchewan River near Medicine Hat could 
develop between 40,000 to 50,000 horsepower and Bow River now 
harnessed to 32,000 horsepower which is used mostly in Calgary 
has another 25,000 horsepower going to waste. The Red Deer 
River could be harnessed to 10,000 horsepower. This is located 
close to the town of Red Deer. It could be made the nucleus of 
a transmission system. 

At Edmonton the Edmonton Power Company is now proceeding 
with the construction of a 55,000 horsepower hydro electric develop- 
ment on the North Saskatchewan River. Going still more to the 
north at the Grand Rapids on the Athabaska with a dam 150 feet 
high 250,000 horsepower could be developed. The Peace River 
which is 250 miles northwest of Edmonton could be harnessed to 
several hundred thousand horsepower. 

The power required per $1,000 worth of pulp produce in a year 
is 17 horsepower. If we were to use only the river north of Cal- 
gary we would have enough power to operate any number of mills. 
It requires from 50 to 80 horsepower to produce one ton of me- 
chanical wood pulp in 24 hours, so that our rivers if harnessed to 
mechanical wood pulp mills alone would furnish enough power to 
manufacture paper for the whole of western Canada and that part 
of the United States lying west of the Mississippi River. 


Failing Wood Supply in United States 


According to Mr. Pinchot, former chief of United States for- 
estry, he estimated in 1913 that at the present rate of cutting the 
stand of spruce in the State of Maine would be exhausted in less 
than thirty years, New Hampshire twenty-five years, New York less 
than ten years, and Wisconsin has no reserve and manufactures 
nearly 300,000 tons a year. 

This is another factor will cause our neighbor, the United States, 
to seek new sources of supply, specially those States west of the 
Mississippi River, and will force manufacturers to come and locate 
their mills in the Province of Alberta. 

While spruce is the predominating wood in Alberta there is a 


large quantity of poplar in Central Alberta. This poplar should

prove quite an attraction to those contemplating the manufacture 
of the better quality print paper such as used in books and mag- 
azines. 

The Forest Product Laboratory of Canada informs me that the 
cost of installation of a ground wood pulp mill is generally cal- 
culated at $3,000 per ton per day of 24 hours. 

Quoting from “Reciprocity with Canada” will give us a better 
idea of the growing importance of the export of pulp from Canada 
to the United States: 

“Canada’s preeminence as a source of our imports of pulp is due 
to the fact that practically all our imported mechanically ground 
pulp comes from that country, as well as a portion of our imports 
of unbleached chemical pulp. Our imports of unbleached chemical 
pulp, however, have increased with great rapidity since 1908. In 
that year we imported less than one and one-half million dollars 
worth, whereas in 1909 we imported nearly four and one-half mil- 
lion dollars’ worth, and in 1910 nearly six million dollars’ worth of 
unbleached chemical pulp, and of this total Canada furnished in 
1909 about 30 per cent., valued at $1,334,820 and in 1910 only 21 
per cent., valued at $1,241,179. 

The following table shows the tremendous stride made from 
1905 to 1910 in the manufacture and export of wood pulp in 
Canada.

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Trying To Depress News Print Prices 

The news print hearing at Washington last week, as was the 
case in earlier hearings, was not impressive because of any very 
tangible results that were accomplished. Although the plan for 
the distribution of news print that was suggested at the hearing 
about the middle of December has not apparently altogether fallen 
through, as it was stated last week might be the case, the Federal 
Trade Commission at the time of the meeting had not sufficient 
data in hand to be willing to make any recommendation on this 
subject. 

What the hearings have perhaps served most to do is to em- 
phasize the lack of patience and the unreasonableness of some 
interests who have been prominent in criticising the news print 
manufacturers for some time past. As is well known the news 
print manufacturers were personally greatly instrumental in bring- 
ing about this investigation of their affairs, and it certainly isn’t 
reasonable to suppose they would have courted such investigation 
if their consciences pinched them even slightly as to any in- 
fringement of the law that might be disclosed. 

Yet in advance of any findings announced by the commission the 
clamor has been incessant for legal or Congressional action or any 
other forcible means that could possibly be employed to depress 
the price of news print. All this clamor for legal action against 
the news print users may be successful in precipitating some 
action of the sort referred to, but judging from the present aspect 
of things it is not altogether likely that such action will result in 
the softening of news print prices that it is designed to effect, un- 
less illegal methods can be proven, which is not very probable. 


Pulp Wood Statistics 


In, connection with a very interesting and informing article 
printed elsewhere in this issue on the opportunity for pulp mills 
in AJberta the author draws attention to figures which startlingly 
emphasize the fact that the supply of spruce in the United States 
is failing. As these figures are quoted from a former chief of 
the United States Bureau of Forestry they are naturally entitled 
to considerable respect. The estimate of Mr. Pinchot referred to, 
however, was made some three or four years ago, and it should 
be remembered that later developments may have caused this to 
be less accurate than it was when originally issued. This ap- 
parently almost certainly applies in the case of Wisconsin, which 
1913 had no reserve of 


according to Mr. Pinchot’s estimate in 


spruce at all. 


Statements issued more recently to the effect that the supply 
of pulp wood in Wisconsin was nearing exhaustion, readers of the 
Paper TRADE JouRNAL will, doubtless, recollect were taken em- 
phatic exception to by former Congressman E. A. Morse, who 
stated that “so far removed from a shortage is the Wisconsin 


supply of pulp wood that there are twelve townships in Langlade 


county alone in which the pulp wood forests may be said to be 
practically in their virgin state.” Continuing Mr. Morse said:

Paper mill companies can get all the hemlock and 
balsam they want for many years to come if they will only pay a 
price that will make it worth while to cut it. The prevailing price 
up our way is about $4.50, which is only about 50 cents higher than 
it was a year ago. The price is so low, in fact, that thousands upon 
thousands of cords of pulp wood have been burned to get it off the 


land because it did not pay to move it.” 


As Mr. Morse is a member of the firm of Morse & Tradewell, 
well-known lumber men, it may be assumed that he knows what 
he is talking about. He certainly makes it plain enough that the 
estimate that Wisconsin has no reserve of spruce is open to ques- 


tion to say the least. 


So much erroneous and misleading information has been printed 
of late about paper and the raw materials for the manufacture of 
paper that it is to be hoped that the Forest Service will succeed 
in securing some really reliable data in the statistics on pulp wood 
which it is just about beginning to collect in connection with the 
lumber census. 


Make Hotel Reservations Now 


The hundreds of paper manufacturers, jobbers and others in 
various branches of the paper trade who are planning to visit New 
York in connection with the convention of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association at the Waldorf-Astoria, February 6-8 in- 
clusive, are strongly advised to make their hotel reservations at 
the earliest possible moment. All the hotels of the city have been 
unusually crowded since early fall, it being literally true, it is 
said, that sleeping room on the roof only was available at some of 
the more popular houses during one of the recent holiday periods. 
Owing to the great prosperity prevailing throughout the country 
it is probably true that the hotels of New York have hardly ever 
been so taxed as during the present winter season to care for 
their guests. 

This rush to the great city is likely to continue beyond the 
convention time, and as a generous measure of the prosperity that 
has prevailed has been enjoyed by the paper men, and as this 
fact will probably make them less willing than ever to accept less 
comfortable quarters than they have been accustomed to in former 
years, it will probably be appreciated that the importance of looking 
immediately after hotel accommodations for convention week can- 


not be too greatly emphasized. 


A Substitute for News Print 


Among the editors in California being hard hit by the present 


high price of news print paper is the man who owns and publishes 
the Mountain Echo of Boulder Creek, California. This owner 
and publisher was hard pressed for a substitute for paper on 
which to get out the issue of the first week in December. He 
didn’t want to be “held up” as he puts it, by print paper manu- 


facturers for a new supply of print paper, and he hadn't enough of 
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the old supply left to complete his edition, so he hit upon the 
idea of printing his paper upon fig leaves. 

The edition consists of five dried leaves pinned together with 
a twig and printed on both sides. The paper contains the usual 
amount of local news items, classified advertising, legals and a 
lengthy editorial in which the editor, Luther McQueston, sets 
forth his reasons for returning to “first principles for print paper.” 

Mr. McQueston does not exhaust his wrath entirely in dealing 
with the print paper situation and the manufacturers thereof, but 
he also aims a few chirographical bombs at a number of his 
subscribers who have failed to pay for their subscriptions. 

The paper is said to be the most unique edition of a regular 
newspaper ever published in this country. 

What Mr. McQueston did for the issue of subsequent weeks has 
not been learned, but it is fair to suspect that after the novelty 
of a newspaper printed upon fig leaves wears away, subscribers 
will demand something a little more substantial or they not only 
will refuse to pay their subscriptions, but will discontinue the 
paper entirely. . 


Annual Meeting of Technical Association

Jobbers Not Making Excessive Profits 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Wasuincton, D. C., January 2, 1917—Paper jobbers of the 
country are not making excessive profits on their news print 
paper, as was charged at the hearing of the Federal Trade 
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Commission, according to a statement issued today by R. P. 
Andrews, president of the R. P. Andrews Paper Company, of 
this city, and member of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Paper Trade Association. 

“It is not true that the jobbers have been manipulating the 
news print market. 

“Tt is unfair,” he continued, “to expect the paper jobbers of 
the country to disregard the market price in selling their stock 
and sell at a small margin, as suggested in the conferences on 
the distribution plan. If I buy at 5 cents a pound and my 
supply is on hand when the market price reaches 2 cents a 
pound, I must sell at a loss. I cannot expect the retailer or 
purchaser to pay me a reasonable profit on a wholesale figure 
based on 5 cents a pound, when the open market affords him 
the fullest opportunity to buy at current prices. Therefore, 
I maintain, since I must pocket a loss in this instance—and this 
has occurred in my business within the last five years—I should 
be given the opportunity of taking advantage of present mar- 
ket prices if I have a stock on hand bought below current 
wholesale prices.” 

May Make Preliminary News Print Report 
[SPECIAL TO THE PAPZR TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

WasuineTon, D. C., January 3, 1917.—It is probable that the 
Federal Trade Commission will transmit a preliminary report on 
the newsprint investigation to Congress early next week, according 
to a statement made to your correspondent to-day on the very 
best authority. 

Up to this afternoon the commission had not made public the 
results of its telegraphic inquiries relative to the supply and de- 
mand of newsprint paper. It has not ‘been definitely settled 
whether the commission wiil announce the results of the inquiries 
before the preliminary report to Congress, or whether they will 
ask for additional information.

Austin, Tex., January 2, 1917.—Since the return of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Davis from attending the meeting of 
the Southern Commercial Congress at Norfolk, Va., confer- 
ences have been held with capitalists of Austin, Wichita Falls 
and other points in Texas looking to the establishment of a 
big paper mill in Texas which will make paper. of cotton stalks.

Long Strings Under the Screen Plates 

Question No. 2375.—Can you suggest a remedy for the follow- 
ing? We are forced to lose much time on our machines through 
having to shut down every day to wash the screens on account of 
the nature of the stock that we run, causing long “strings” to form 
under the screen plates. Only for this drawback we could easily 
run the week out with but one wash up, which would do for the 
felts. 

Answer No. 2375.—The slots in your screen plates may be cor- 
roded, thereby causing your fibres to catch and string up. Remedy 
—Pick out the screen plates. Perhaps screen plates with larger 
slots would suit your fibres better. Mechanical screen scrapers 
are a very good preventative for strings under the screen plates. 
An ideal arrangement in cases of your kind is to have two sets 
of screens, whereby you can run your stock into a fresh, clean 
screen every morning, or when needed without shutting the ma- 
chine down. The dirty screen may then be washed thoroughly and 
be put in Al condition for the following day. According to your 
own statement this would be a saving of about five hours’ machine 
time every week. At that rate your extra screens would soon pay 
a nice little bonus. New patent screens are constantly coming on 
the market which make claims that it is unnecessary to wash them 
during the week. It might pay you to investigate some of these. 


Kraft Paper 

Question No. 2376.—Can you tell me how many stacks of calen- 
ders are used in making kraft paper? What is the average speed 
used in making the same? Is it a water finish paper? Have 
noticed that most kraft has a very high surface. What kind of a 
job is it considered? I mean in the machine room. 

Answer No. 2376.—The making of “kraft” paper is considered 
as a good job by paper makers. Kraft is made with various fin- 
ishes, and is not confined to one special finish, although the low 
finish would be considered the best job. 


Corrosion of the Beater Bars 


Question No. 2377.—What makes the bars in the beater rolls 
corrode, causing the bars to become thinner, especially on the side 
which strikes the pulp first? 

Answer No. 2377.—In nine cases out of ten the cause of rapid 
corrosion of beater bars is due to an excessive amount of alum 
used in the beaters. Paper makers, as a general rule, are inclined 
to use a very excessive amount of alum for no other reason than 
that they want to be sure there is enough, never considering the 
injurious effects it has on machinery, clothing, etc. I have known 
cases where the alum was cut down 75 per cent. and even then 
showed an excess when tested. It has also been suggested that 
the presence of humus acid in the water supply may be the cause 
of corrosion, but this explanation is rather insufficient. 


Regrind the Deckle Straps 


Question No. 2378—The deckle straps on this old trap of a 
machine are worn round, they have been running so long, and it 


is difficult to make an edge that won’t crack and snap off at the 
calenders. I hope you can give me some suggestions on how to 
overcome this trouble. 

Answer No. 2378.—The proper remedy is either to have your 
deckle straps reground by some rubber manufacturer or to get new 
straps. It is generally the custom to have one or two extra straps 
on hand in good repair for use in case of accident or a worn out 
strap, as in your case. These extra deckle straps should be kept 
in a very moist atmosphere to prevent hardening. As a temporary 
relief I advise you to see that your tube rolls are in perfect align- 
ment and level and turn true. Place your worst tube rolls nearest 
the first suction box, sorting them over so that the best ones will 
be nearest the slices. You may also tip your deckle pulley in such 
a way that it will cause the inside edge of the strap to hug the 
wire more. Another device which sometimes helps is to secure a 
wad of felt between the deckle frame and the strap, the purpose 
being to hold the edge of the strap onto the wire at a point where 
the stuff is most likely to leak under, which is generally in the 
vicinity of the slices. A thin piece of hardwood is sometimes 
fastened so it will bear on the strap instead of using the felt wad. 


Bleach Per 100 Pounds of Rags 


Question No. 2379.—Please answer these questions through your 
“Questions and Answers” department: 1. In good practice how 
many pounds of bleach (35 per cent available chlorine) would be 
used per 100 pounds of rags in bleaching “Thirds and Blues” from 
the rotary boiler, before emptying into the drainers? 

2. What is the action of alum when used with bleaching powder, 
and what effect does it have on the strength and color of the half 
stuff? If alum is used, what are good proportions? 

3. Has hydrogen peroxide ever been used extensively as an anti- 
chlor? 

4. Is the use of kerosene in the washers to prevent foaming con- 
sidered bad practice? If it has a harmful effect, just what is the 
action? 

Answer No. 2379.—No. 1.—In bleaching Thirds and Blues in 
the washers about 3 to 5 pounds of bleaching powder (35 per cent. 
available chlorine) should be used for every 100 pounds of rags. 
Possibly a little more in case the rags are very dirty. The bleach- 
ing process may be hastened by using a larger proportion of bleach 
than would be necessary if sufficient time were given for the bleach 
to exhaust itself. The quantity of bleach used is governed largely 
by the previous treatment of the rags, especially the boiling process, 
also the temperature of the bleach liquor, the temperature of the 
pulp and the quantity of acid used, 

No. 2.—The writer knows of no advantage in using alum with 
bleaching powder. 

No. 3.—Hydrogen peroxide has never been used to any extent 
as an anti-chlor. The recognized anti-chlors are sodium sulphite, 
bisulphite and thiosulphate. 

No. 4.—There isn’t any harmful effect in using kerosene oil to 
keep down foam. It serves the purpose very well, and is not 
what could be called a bad practice.

CHAPTER FOURTEEN 
(Continued ) 

In 1912 the United States government established in 
the University of Wisconsin, at Madison, a forest products 
laboratory, consisting of a paper-mill, with two beating 
and one refining engine, and a pulp-mill, with a wet ma- 
chine, a soda-digester, sulphite-digester and two grinders. 
The plant was for experimenting with and testing the 
commercial value of different fibres for paper-making. In 
191C a laboratory equipped with grinder, barker, wet ma- 
chine and other machinery was established at Wausau, 
Wis., to experiment and study ground-wood problems. 

In 1916 the Massachusetts Institute of Technology de- 
veloped a plan to give practical instruction to its advanced 
students in applied chemistry as related to manufacturing 
interests. In the field of pulp and paper-making the Insti- 
tute selected, as a station for this purpose, the plant of the 
the Eastern Manufacturing Company, South Brewer, 
Me. Arrangements were made for a laboratory building 
and a course of instruction in all the various processes of 
manufacturing pulp from wood and rags and perfecting it 
for paper-stock; and as an outgrowth of this it was pro- 
posed ultimately to establish a research organization. And 
to these institutional enterprises must be added private 
experimental establishments like the Arthur D. Little of 
Boston, and the increasing experimenting of individual 
workers in the mills everywhere. 

Before 1880 hand-made paper had nearly disappeared 
as an American product, machinery having driven it out 
of existence. The last to abandon the old method was the 
Willcox mill in Pennsylvania, the mill of the L. L. 
Brown Paper Company in Adams, Mass., and the mill of 
the Seymour Paper Company in Windsor Locks, Conn. 
In 1897 the Brown mill was the only one left, but there 
that kind of work ceased in 1906. In England, in 1914, 
fourteen firms were producing hand-made paper. 

In the closing years of the nineteenth century came the 


movement toward the concentration of 


capital in all 


branches of industry which made that period most notable 
in the financial and political history of the country. Dur- 
ing the years 1897, 1898 and for a decade thereafter, the 
movement showed a development that commanded the at- 
tention of the workd and that wholly changed the char-

acter of American industry. In the field of paper-manu- 
facturing, as well as elsewhere, this tendency became mani- 
fest. Capital invested therein increased tremendously an4 
as such corporations as the United States Steel and others 
of that ilk came into existence, it naturally followed those 
examples, seeking the opportunity afforded by consolida- 
tion in corporate form, for advantageous employment. 

Disposition had long existed toward loose gentlemen’s 
agreements, so-called, in nearly all branches of the indus- 
try. The futility of such attempts to restrict production 
when restriction was considered necessary to control 
amount and distribution of output and to maintain prices 
was demonstrated again and again. Out of these failures 
came a few successful attempts at co-operation and con- 
solidation, but more efforts that were in the end abortive. 
Several of the large corporations that became and re- 
mained conspicuous and influential in the industry date 
from that time and were the outgrowth of the investment 
influences then being exercised. 

The International Paper Company became the conspicu- 
ous success of this consolidation movement. Incorporated 
in 1898 the company acquired many of the most important 
mills manufacturing news in the eastern states and grad- 
ually added other paper and pulp mills, wood lands and 
water power to its possessions. With a capital stock of 
$25,000,000 preferred and $20,000,000 common and a 
bonded mortgage of $10,000,000, its assets in 1900-01 were, 
mill plants $41,586,964, and wood lands and other property 
$4,101,723: these values increasing in subsequent years. 
The company then owned thirty-four mill plants, water- 
powers and wood lands in Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, New York and Ontario and had con- 
trolling interests in the Continental Paper Bag Company, 
the St. Maurice Lumber Company, the American Realty 
Company, the American Sulphite Company, the Winnipi- 
seogee Lake Cotton and Woollen Company and the 
Michigan Pulp Wood Company. The organizing presi- 
dent of the company was Alonzo N. Burbank and the first 
active president William A. Russell, who served until his 
death in 1899 and was succeeded by Hugh J. Chisholm 
who held the office for many years and was the controlling 
power in the company. Among other prominent paper men

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HIGH PRICE LEVEL IN CANADA 
MAY HAVE BEEN REACHED 


Prominent Book Mill Man Says That There May Not Be 
Much Further in the Way of Price Increases—lIncreases 
in the Future Will Depend on Pulp Prices Which for 
Several Months Past Have Remained Practically Station- 
ary—Lozier Paper Mills, Ltd., Issue $135,000 of 7 Per 
Cent. Preferred Stock—Houpt Paper Mills, of Camden, 
East, to Make Water Leaf for Parchmentizing. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., January 2, 1917—One of the active directors of 
a book paper mill told the Paper Trape JourNAL that it was quite 
possible there would be not much further in the way of increases 
taking effect. “It will depend on the pulp: this has been prac- 
tically stationary for the last couple of months, so at present I 
do not see how paper can go up much higher. So far as other 
causes are concerned we have no intention of raising prices in- 
side of the next three months.” Has the high level been reached 
at last? 

Lozier Paper Mills Issue New Stock 


A new stock issue is on the market in $135,000 of 7 per cent. 
cumulative convertible preferred stock of the Lozier Paper Mills of 
3elleville. This company is acquiring the property and business 
of the Lozier Paper Mills, Limited, Mr. S. A. Lozier retiring, as he 
is advanced in years. The plant has been used for manufacturing 
straw paper for corrugating and carpet linings, but will be enlarged 
to make box boards, wrapping papers, waterproof and various 


other lines. 
Houpt Mills to Make Water Leaf 


The Houpt Paper Mills which took over the Thompson prop- 
erty at Camden East, near Belleville, Ont., are equipping their 
plant to manufacture water leaf for parchmentizing; the only mill 
in Canada, it is claimed, to manufacture pure vegetable parchment. 
They will also make light weight bleached papers for waxing pur- 
poses and high grade light weight specialties. 

Many Men Developing Ocean Falls Plant 

Louis Bloch, managing director of Pacific Mills, Ltd., which has 
secured the pulp mill at Ocean Falls, B. C., and will spend over 
$3,000,000 there, in an interview in Vancouver stated that 1,000 
men are now engaged in developing the plant at Ocean Falls and 
that soon 1,500 will be engaged. 


F. N. Burt Declares Bonus 


F. N. Burt, manufacturer of account systems, etc., has declared 
a bonus of 1% per cent. on the common together with a quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent. It is expected that the company will 
continue hereafter the regular 6 per cent. per annum paid before 
the war. 

New Pulp and Paper Mill Ventures 

J. J. Carrick, M. P., states that he will start very shortly 
the construction of the new pulp and paper mill, one of the 
terms for which he was awarded the government spruce limits 
near Port Arthur, 

Negotiations are said to be under way for the erection of 
a paper mill within the limits of Winnipeg, the “man behind” 
being J. D. McArthur, lumberman, railway bvilder, merchant, 
etc. The mill, it is proposed, will have a capacity of 50 tons 
a day. The mill will turn out newsprint and wrapping material. 
It is held that this mill, located in Manitoba, will provide a 
market for furmers now clearing their lands who have to burn 
the pulp wood now. 


Notes of the Trade at Fulton, N. Y. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Furton, N. Y., January 1, 1917.—Recently in the offices of Piper & 
Pendergast in the Savings Bank building, Referee Avery S. Wright 
heard the testimony of five witnesses summoned to appear in the 
trial of the matter of the Granby Pulp & Paper Company against 
the city of Fulton. Several of these witnesses were old residents 
of the vicinity of Schenck street, West side, who were called upon 
in the interests of the Granby company to give testimony to show 
whether that portion of Schenck street over which this litigation 
has arisen has ever been used by the city as a street. 

The city last summer forbade the Granby company from using 
the land for the purpose of piling up wood, and policemen were 
stationed there for a time until the Granby company was served 
with an injunction restraining from the use of the street, the 
company having been in the act of unloading pulpwood from 
cars on the D. L. & W. siding. Several employees of the Granby 
company were arrested. 

However, the Granby company came back with an injunction 
restraining the city from the use of the street and removing the 
pulpwood already piled in the street. 

The city claims the land by virtue of a deed given by Schuyler 
Schenck and his wife in 1906, while the Granby company maintains 
that the company is possessed of an agreement given by Schuyler 
Schenck to the company resigning all his right, title, and interest 
in the fand to the comapny. The company maintains, too, that 
the deed claimed by the city to have been given in 1906 was 
never filed and that the city has never maintained or repaired the 
street. 

Adjournment was taken to January 30, at which time the hear- 
ing will be resumed in the offices of Piper & Pendergast. 

It is expected that the attorneys for the trustees of the Battle 
Island Paper company estate of this city will file briefs, setting 
forth arguments in the claim against the estate for the loss of 
power rights next week. Attorneys Gannon, Spencer & Mitchell 
of Syracuse have been preparing the briefs for several weeks and 
now have the papers about ready for the State Court of Claims. 
The trial of the claim before the court required several weeks 
and volumes of testimony were taken. The decision of the higher 
courts in the George L. Pratt claim, which was similar to that 
of the Battle Island trustees will feature the arguments of the 
attorneys. 


Bonuses and Christmas gifts were given by all the larger in- 
dustries and business places and in nearly all cases were in the 
form of cash.

The North End Paper Company granted a raise of $2 per week 
to the employees and a $5 gold piece was presented each employee. 
The E & Z Opener Bag Company's employees were given a 10 
per cent. The Oswego Falls Pulp & Paper 
Company gave a bonus of 5 per cent. of wages.

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NEWS PRINT PAPER HEARING WITHOUT TANGIBLE RESULTS 


(Continued from page 9.) 


to the effect that they could not renew their contracts and that 
they had only been promised a small percentage of what they 
actually needed to carry on their business for the coming year. 


Not Time to Go Over Figures Carefully 
At this time the commission was about to adjourn for lunch 
when Judge Timothy T. Ansberry, for the manufacturers, stated 
that the manufacturers did not care to refute the figures of the 
commission relative to cost of production, etc., and that the manu- 


facturers would not be able to attend the afternoon session. Quite 
an argument was indulged in on this point, during which Chair- 
man Harris called attention to the fact that the manufacturers had 
asked for the hearing and that they had criticised the figures of 
the commission, and he thought that they should take the oppor- 
tunity to prove their criticisms correct, and that the commission 
would give them an opportunity to do so. Mr. Ansberry replied 
that in so far as he knew none of the manufacturers had criticised 
the figures, and further that the manufacturers had not had time 
to go over them carefully. Further Judge Ansberry said that both 
the publishers and the commission were anxious to have the report 
completed, and that any detailed criticism by the manufacturers 
would take months to make, and they did not wish to be put in a 
position as “blocking” the report. 

Commissioner Parry said that it seemed to him that either the 
manufacturers should be heard on the subject of the figures or 
else they should withdraw their criticism of them. 


Urges Early Report to Congress 


Mr. Glass then arose and called the commission’s attention to the 
fact that there had been considerable delay in this whole matter 
and that he, for his association, earnestly hoped that the report of 
the commission would be made to Congress in the near future. 
The suggestion was then made that there should be a committee 
meeting of the small and large publishers and the manufacturers 
to take up the distribution plan, when adjournment was taken 
until later in the afternoon. 

As soon as the hearing convened, George H. Mead, who it may 
be remembered was named as chairman of the sub-committee for 
the manufacturers, said that in his opinion there would no good 
come of a committee meeting at this time because of the fact that 
all of the figures had not been compiled and until they were all in 
nothing definite could be accomplished. 

Mr. Mead said that while there had been a news print shortage, 
apparently, during the month of December, it looked as though 
that would be relieved in the near future. He said that one of 
his customers who had a contract calling for 400 tons a month 
had just sent in a requisition for 325 tons for the month of Janu- 
ary, which would leave 75 tons on the open market. He said that 
this might be an indication of what is to come, namely less demand 
in the next few months. 


Mr. Smith For Small Publishers 

The last man heard was Ernest G. Smith, a publisher from 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and in charge of the co-operative buying for the 
smaller papers of that State. He said that some of the smaller 
men had organized to buy on a co-operative plan, first 48 mem- 
bers and then 68, asking for a total tonnage of 25,000 tons per 
annum. He said that the men agreed to pay for the car of paper 
when it arrived and still they received letters from all of the 
manufacturers to whom they wrote that it would be impossible 
to sell for such a purpose at this time. 

Mr. Smith spoke at some length relative to the methods of the 
D. L. Ward Company, both for himself and on behalf of the 
other publishers of the State. He said that that firm was per- 


sistent in trying to get publishers under contract in a rush. He 
said that, moreover, up to the middle of December they had been 
unable to get any quotations on contracts. He also read a letter 
from the above mentioned firm tending, he said, to scare the small 
publishers into hurrying their contracts along. He said that he 
and other small publishers didn’t know just what to do and that 
they were waiting to hear from the commission. He said that 
he had tried in vain to get a six months’ or 90 day contract from 
the Ward Company, but had not been successful in that. 

Before adjournment Commissioner Davies said that he hoped 
that it would be possible to get some kind of relief under the dis- 
tribution plan, and that the information, relative to this, would be 
made public as soon as possible. 

In addition to those paper men already mentioned, others who 
attended the hearing today included: Philip T. Dodge, of the In- 
ternational Paper Company; J. A. B. Cowles, A. T. Houck, as- 
sistant secretary of the News Print Manufacturers’ Association; 
Robert E. Mathers, of the Mathers-Lamm Paper Company, of this 
city; and F. T. Parsons, local manager of the B. F. Bond Paper 
Company, of Baltimore, Md. 


News Print Men Meet 

Prior to the meeting held today, the news print manufacturers 
held an executive session yesterday with members of the commis- 
sion in which it is understood some questions that the commission 
had asked were answered. Messrs. Dodge, Houck, Mead and 
Cowles were among the paper men present. 

It was understood following the hearing today from officials of 
the commission that it is almost certain that a report will be made 
to Congress on this subject in the very near future, in either a 
week or two at the most. The idea was conveyed to your corre- 
spondent that this will not be the completed report, but that it 
will be merely a preliminary report, and that perhaps the recom- 
mendations to Congress of the commission will be included. It is 
assumed from this that pressure is again being brought to bear 
upon the commission from members of Congress for an immediate 
report on this subject. 


Supply and Demand Will Soon Adjust Self 


One of the commissioners told your correspondent today that 
he was of the opinion that the proposition of supply and demand 
will readjust itself and that this will come about within the next 
two or three months. If the small publishers could bridge over 
this next two or three months, he thought, things would work 
themselves out, but he was of the opinion that a number of papers 
will be crushed before this period of relief comes. 

It is thought here today that the commission will give out some 
kind of a statement early next week concerning the figures that 
have been compiled as a result of the questionaires sent out by 
telegraph a couple of weeks ago relative to supply and demand. ; 

Paper Machinery Builders Busy 

The Pusey & Jones Company, which has been engaged in the 
manufacture of paper making machinery for many years, has con- 
tracts enough on hand for paper making machinery to keep its 
entire force busy until January, 1918, according to the Journal of 
Wilmington, Del. It is said that the paper shortage is due to the 


lack of adequate machinery to manufacture it than to any other 
cause. 


The company has decided to double the capacity of its present 
plant and has just awarded contracts for the construction of new 
shop buildings to cost over half a million dollars. The new portion 


of the plant, according to present plans, is to be ready for opera- 
tion by May, 1917.

Paper 


The closing days of the year 1916 have followed proper pre- 
cedent in causing a decided lull in the paper industry as a whole, 
and particularly in all sorts of mill supplies. The man who can only 
enjoy himself when the wheels are all going round at top speed 
is always glad to have the New Year over, the shelves dusted, 
and get back to work again for a new season. 


There have been no new elements in the paper market, except 
that developments in the news print investigation have progressed 
a little further in the direction which was foreseen by most of 
those interested in it. The investigation has failed to offer a 
solution of the dead lock between manufacturers and consumers, 
because each side is standing on its rights and putting it up to 
the commission. In the meantime a good rainfall in the pulp- 
producing regions has caused the situation to ease up slightly. 

Book and writing paper mills are running far behind orders, 
as has been the case for months, and are trying not to get any fur- 
ther behind by refusing any orders for dates more than three 
months ahead. It seems probable that this limit may be established 
for each quarter during the year 1917. Tissues have shown no 
changes. As is always expected, the trading in tissues has prac- 
tically come to a standstill with the close of the holiday season, 
but will become normal again when business picks up after the 
first week of January. 


Coarse papers are firm, but with no advances over the figures 
quoted last week. The board manufacturers are experiencing as 
heavy a demand as the mills in any other line have had since the 
beginning of the present period of heavy business. They are 
working to capacity, and like the book paper firms, refusing to 
overload themselves with orders. Board prices will in all prob- 
ability witness another advance in a very short time. 


Mechanical Pulp 


There has been a slight easing off in the ground wood situation, 
but with no change in the quotations offered by leading houses. 
The cause of this seems to be entirely the favorable weather for 
the production of pulp, as there has been heavy rainfall of late 
in the mill districts. Some ground wood has been sold as low 
as $40.00 f. o. b. mill, but such a price is exceptional. The 
range is pretty well fixed between $42.00 and $45.00, with high 
grade pulp for books at slightly higher figures. Some foreign 
ground wood shipments are reported. 


Chemical Pulp 


There have been no prospects of an immediate change in the 
market for chemical pulps. A number of cargoes from abroad, 
the last of the year, are now on their way to New York, and 
may make the market a bit easier on their arrival, but only 
temporarily. Some foreign kraft, at 7.65, has been reported, but 
the supply of kraft is now practically cut off by the demand 
of the German government for the Scandinavian supply. Soda 
pulp is almost impossible for buyers to get hold of in any quantity, 
and the book paper manufacturers who furnish their own pulp 
are thanking their stars that their supply is assured. The surplus 
which in former times they were able to put on the market does 
not exist today, as they can use themselves every bit which they 
can produce. 


Rags 


Rags are in a comatose state for the present, because of the 
inventory period at the mills. There seems to be a plentiful sup- 


ply, but dealers do not appear anxious to get rid of their stocks, 
as they believe that there will be an advance in the near future, 


when the mills which have been buying lightly are forced to 
replenish their supplies. 


Bagging 

bagging are moving little, although they seem to be 
than rags and paper by the close of the business 
year. There has been some wavering in prices, with a tendency 
to gradually increase. The embargo placed on jute by Great 
Britain will have an immediate effect on burlap, which should in 
time be reflected in the prices for the bagging handled by the 
mill supply man.

Old Paper 


As there has been practically no business done during the week 
by the paper dealers, there are no developments reported here. 
The supply of waste paper seems to be in no danger of exhaustion, 
as the campaign which has been waged throughout the country 
to make private families save their waste paper is having a real 
result in all directions. One western paper stotk dealer said 
recently that the school children of St. Louis are bringing in four 
tons of paper a day to be collected by the dealers. With such 
new sources of supply waste paper will not become a luxury 
just yet. 


NEW PROJECT AT WATERTOWN 
(Continued from page 12.) 

Stock of Mrs. Bruce C. Bort, of this city, has been transferred to 
Hon. John F. O’Brien and George Kellogg, who become the sole 
owners of the plant. Just the amount of money received by Mrs. 
Bort is not made public, but it is said that a liberal figure was 
secured through her attorney Senator, George H. Cobb of this 
city. Mrs. Bort is the widow of the late Bruce C. Bort who died 
about a year ago. For several years he had been identified with 
this paper company, acting as general manager at the time of his 
death. He was associated with the two above-named men who 
now take over the entire stock of the company. 

There are evidences that this company is sharing in the present 
prosperity of the trade. An advance in wages of 10 per cent. has 
just been granted to the employees, this to take effect as of Decem- 
ber 3, 1916. At Christmas time the married employees were given 
a turkey, and the unmarried men received each a box of cigars. 
Extensive improvements are contemplated at the mill, which will 
materially increase the output. The first step will be the instal- 
lation of an electric motor of 300 horsepower. With other im- 


provements contemplated the mill will be greatly increased in 
efficiency this Spring. 


Lumbering Operations Under Ideal Conditions 


Lumbering operations in the Adirondacks are now in full swing. 
The recent storm has placed about two feet of snow in the woods, 
and this makes log hauling ideal in every respect. 

Frank L. Moore, president and general manager of the Newton 
Falls Paper Company stated that the teamsters are now taking 
advantage of the sleighing to get the logs out. This company has 
25,000 cords of peeled wood in the forests above Aldrich. Twenty 
thousand cords will be drawn to the company’s railroad and 
hauled about ten miles to Aldrich, where it will be sent over the 
C. & A. road to the mill. About eight car loads a day are now 
being drawn. Five thousand cords lies in the Cranberry Lake sec- 
tion, and this is being hauled to the water edge ready to be floated 
down the lake and the Oswegatchie River in the Spring. 

Mr. Moore states that there has been considerable difficulty in 
securing lumberjacks this year, and the wages are much higher. 
Some companies have had trouble getting the wood cut, and it is 
found difficult to secure teams to draw it this Winter. There is 
also difficulty in getting wood from Canada. 

There has also developed trouble in the coal supply. Some of 
the mills on contracts have gone short and been forced to go into 
the market for protection, and even short shutdowns have been 
reported. The Canadian mills are also said to be short, although 
a very large tonnage of it is being shipped across the border.
